The mother had brought 
her knitting and divided her time be- 
tween that and keeping in order the 
younger boys, who hit each other ami 
giggled, drank their chocolate 
witli 


gusto, wriggled delightfully 
in thcii 


chairs, and were oven hissed mildly bj 
somo'piiticnt lovers of music who sat 
near ami who were disturbed by the 
boyish chatter. It was a rare treat foi 
these rosy, fun-loving youngsters to be 
in the Philharmonic, with the hundreds 
of happy people, with the electric lights 
and the majestic winters—and yet how 
quickly one of those waiters brough 
beer and chocolate when papa gave tho 
order; lie must have known that papa 
was a city councillor! 
Tho niothei 


looked at her boys contentedly, at least 


hile they were comparatively quiet 


she did not seem to care much for the 
orchestra, although it is one of the 
best in Germany and was playing Beet 
hoven's Eroica symphony, but knitted 
peacefully and stole glances often at 
her oldest hoy. 
He was a lad of 12 01 


13, with a white bandage round his 
head, and with lines on his' thin face 
which told that Pain had been a guest 
in the household of the councillor. 
His big dark eyes never left the orclres- 
tra during the symphony, and licctho-

the night we were passing the vicinity 
of the Island of C'andia there,was a 
terrific storm which proved,'at all 
events, the sea-worthiness of the craft.

the attendant, and we started across 
the fourteen feet square room to take 
a nearer view.

knows, abounds with spots of historic 
interest, iu tnct I know of no other 
Island where a greater opportunity is 
afforded for ancient historical research. 
>v c passed several pleasant hours there 
before taking the train for Messina, 
and .availed ourselves of numerous 
favorable opportunities 
for viewing 


some of the historical treasures with 
which the place abounds. 
The first 


of 
these 
which we 
viewed 
was 


the Church of Santa Maria and Agita 
which is an extraordinary illustration of 
the architecture of the llth century. 


fore-runners of other surprises for we 
saw numberless vineyards, and orange 
and lemon groves, every tree in which 
was well-nigh borne down with Iticious 
and nearly ripe fruit. 
The children 


weregamboliuir.about in the sun, and 
Mature—that Nature that does the best 
it can for us as well as for the thrifty 
Sicilian, was smiling serenely far anil 
near. 


We saw the course the lava stream 


took during the awful catastrophe in 
1CUII, and all along the lava rocks arc 
huts occupied by the poorer Cntaninns. 
Wo obtained a lovely view of .Mount Et- 
na with adjacent jiurple vineyards that 
presented a charming appearance as 
the sun forcing its way from behind 
clouds which only Italy boasts, bluzed 
out in all its glory. .Moiita Kosa, near 
by, is the infant of Etini, to use a home- 
ly phrase, and nestles iu its bosom. 
Xow in view of the fact that, l.'osa was 
largo enough to have emitted sufficient 
burning lava to destroy three-fourths 
of Catania, and L'TUOO poor human lie- 


of the superstitious natives, and the 
pathways which formerly led by the 
tree under which Mr. Livingstone was 
laid have become totally obliterated. 
Starting from the village with my guide 
and 10 men, we at once plunged iu tin- 
forest, which is hero very dense, and, 
owing to the thick "lianes" which 
hang from every tree, difficult of pas- 
sage. After three-quarters of an hour's 
hardish work, during which we pro- 
grossed at the outside half a mile, we 
arrived at the foot of a gigantic baobab 
tree. Here, my guide informed mo, 
was the site of the grave, but it took 
another 
hour's hard work 
clearing 


away the brush and undergrowth be- 
fore I could find any trace of it. 
At 


last, however, my search was reward- 
ed and the grave was brought to light, 
A wooden cross placed at tho head 
had fallen down, and, wreathed with 
creepers, lay on the ground. 


The grave itself is a simple mound of 


earth, like so many of those seen in 
English churchyards, and considering 
that it had not been banked up for 
some twenty years, it was in a very fair 
condition. Considering the heavy trop-

it had not been entirely

grave carefully cleared away, and put a 
stout bamboo fence around it and re- 


New York Fashions.

The Literature of Stnilbilltjr. 


Sensibility is first found in tho litera- 


ture of the seventeenth centnry. The 
era of the "Grand Mouarque," which 
produced so many graceful shams—the 
long wig, tho high red heel of the beau, 
the fan of the lady of quality, the taste 
for old china, for rare gardening, for 
Indian patterns, for chocolate and epi- 
gram—produced also sensibility. In 
the interminable novels of Mme. de la 
Fayette we first find the sighs, flames, 
platonic affections and conventional ab- 
surdities 
of the frecletuti 
Miculet 


whom Molierts satirizes, reducing them- 
selves into literary form. "Zaide" i» 
her great book. The scene is, we be- 
lieve, Oriental, but the men and wo- 
men are of the most approved seven- 
teenth century French type. 
Here, 


then, is one of the distinguishing fea- 
tures of tho novel of sensibility. Un- 
like the romantic school, which tries 
to cast itself heart aud soul into mediai- 
valism; 
unlike the realistic school, 


which is altogether materialist and of 
the present, the sentimentalist writers 
never for a moment try to reproduce 
any but their own peculiar form of 
idealism. 
The same jargon and the 


same opinions are fitted to the most di- 
verse scones and epochs. Mme. de la 
Fayette of tho seventeenth was succeed- 
ed by Kiccobonis and Mairvauxs of the 
eighteenth century. Marivauilaye be- 
came tho nickname for sensibility, just 
as sensibleric came to designate its quin- 
tessence and apotheosis under Napo- 
leon. 
Marivaux adorned the period of 


tho Regency dating from 1715, and it is 
to him, perhaps, that one may trace 
the spread of literary sensibility be- 
yond the borders of Gaul. His two 
novels "Marianne" and "Paysan 
Par- 


venu" were respectively the models, 
though in different senses, of Richard- 
son's "Pamela" and Fielding's "Joseph 
Andrews." In tho "Paysan" wo de- 
scend tlie social ladder) the hero is a 
footman of sensibility. Tho thing is 
becoming democratic, and men are be- 
ing prepared for the liberalism with 
which the century ends. Of such lib- 
eralism Mme. deGenlis is, perhaps, the 
chief literary exponent. She and Ben- 
jamin Constant, Xapoleon's rcvolution- 
ory antagonist, may be said to close the 
long line of distinctively sentimental 
novelists. 
In Franco tho literature of 


sensibility is never too much in ear- 
nest; hence its longevity. In England 
Fielding laughs it down, but in Germa- 
ny it becomes the grim "literature of 
suicide." 
In Muic. de la Fayctte's 


novels the people arc always dying, but 
you have a suspicion that they will get 
up and walk away directly tho curtain 
is well down. Not so in the case of 
German 
Worther. 
Extravagant 
as 


wo may think Gojthe's budding Luthe- 
ran Pastor, who committed suicide be- 
cause he couldn't marry a noble daugh- 
ter, we must admit that there was 
something painfully real in him.—[The 
Cornhill Magazine.
